Saudis step up pressure with 
curbs on Aqaba-bound cargo

AMMAN — Saudi Arabia has

Tbe mimster expressed Jor- 
dan's gratitude, and said t^t 
tbe Jordanian government wel- 
comed France’s efforts to scrive 
tbe crisis peaceftiUy. 

Tbe delegation was also re- 
ceived Thursday by several 
members of the Loirer House 
of Parliament. 

Deputies Husni Al Shayyab, 
Abdullah Ensour, Abdul Latif 
Arabiyat and Fawzi Tu’aimeb, 
niio met with tbe French de- 
legation, emphasised during 
tbe meeting tiiat any solntion 
to tbe Golf crisis should be 
solved within an Arab 
framework. also affirmed 
that the crisis is an inter-Arab 


affair and that tbe existence of 
foreign Doops on Arab land 
will only aggravate the situa- 
tion and will threaten tbe fu- 
ture of tbe Arab region. 

Tbe deputies also voiced 
their concern about the Amer- 
ican and Western military buil- 
dup in tbe Gulf wfakfa, they 
said, blocked Jordan's 
attempts to reach a peaceful 
strfution. They ^reed tfaai Jor- 
dan. under tiie leaderriiip of 
Ifis Majesty King Hussein, has 
tried smee tiie beginning of thi 
crisis to find a suitable solu- 
tion, but that all efforts nave 
gone unheeded. 

Tbe deputies said they be- 
lieved that the American led 
military buildup in the re^on 
was solely to gain access to 
Arab oil and to prevent the 
Arabs from adiieving their 
goals and aspirations. 

Uie deputies also stressed 
the need to tackle all tbe re- 
^on’s problems, indudiii^ the 
Lebanese and Palestinian 
problems, “acconfii^ to tbe 
same standards and not by the 
dojible standard taking place c! 
tbe present time.” 

Tte deputies also lauded tbe 
French stand on the crisb and 
stressed that France should 
step up its efforts in solving ail 
Middle East problems. 

The French delegation 
voiced their support for solving 
the region’s problems peace- 
fully, but affirmed that the 
Golf crisis can only be solved if 
Iraq pledges to withdraw from 
Kuwait and release all foreign 
nationals in Iraq and Kuwait.

Aid from Singapore, Brunei — an 
example of South-South cooperation

AMMAN — With 708,961 Gulf 
r e fage e s expaoiated by Monday 
Oct. 15 and with the number of 
those conung in decreaang im- 
pressively, Jordan is far from 
feeling relieved or allowing itself 
to take things easily.

Washington, which forced the U.N. Security Conncil to adopt 
sanctions a gains t Iraq for its takeover of Kuwait on Aug. 2, is 
saying nothing against Israel’s rehisal to allow a council missiott to 
visit the occupied Arab teiritoii«.j to investigate the kilUng of 
Arab citizens at A1 Aqsa Mosque earlier tins month, said A1 Ra*i 
Arabic daily. Tbe United States, like all other nations, realises 
that the council pamed a resointion considering null and void 
l^el's annexation of Arab Jerusalem whidi is part ' of the 
occupied West Bank, but it is doing nothing in the fan of Israel’s 
dawn that tile city is part of Israel, the paper noted. Not only did 
Israel defy U.N. Security Council R^lntfon 672, but, it also 
reaffirmed its determination throngfa hs deputy foreign minister 
Wednesday that no U.N. mission will be allot^ to conduct an 
inquiry, continued Ai Ra’i. It said that once again the world is 
witnesring a double standard being exercised by the Security 
Council which is obvionsly acting under orders from Washington, 
and h wfll be a severe blow for the United Nations organisation 
should Israel be allowed to carry on with atrocities without 
anyone iryii^ to pot an end to its crimes. The Arab countries, said 
the paper, are invited to take onified action apinst tbe United 
States. Isis’s ally, which continues to help Jewish state to 
consolidate its hold over Arab territory in defiance of tbe worid 
ctunmunity and the Council's resolutions. 

A columnist in Ra’i daily calls on the Arab organisations, groups 
and charitable institutions to break tbe emba^ imposed on the 
Iraqi people and to find ways of delivering food supplies and milk 
to the li^i di2(fren. Abdol RaUm Omar says that the Anb 
people should not wait for tbe Iraqi children, men and women to 
die of starvation, and must act now if they want to see the mission 
of foreign forces in tbe Arabian peninsula fail. We want to evict 
the foreign forces from Arab land by any possible means; and one 
way to do that is to abort their plans to tii^ten tbe noose around 
Iraq’s neck, says the writer. He notes that Algeria. Libya and 
other Arab states have openly announced their detennination to 
back Iraq in its quest to fend off aggression and foil attempts to 
starve tbe Iraqi people.

U.S. Congress pushing for role with Bush in war- making

WASHINGTON — Presideat 
Geo^ Bush has so far been the 
moving force behind U.S. Guff 
strategy but now Congress is 
a role. 

C^tol HOI and the White 
House have often been at odds 
over war-making powers but 
the stakes are hi^ier now than 
at any time since the 1970s. 
\^th more than 200,000 troops 
deployed in the Golf region, 
the United States stands to 
suffer huge casualties if fight- 
ing erupts there. 

So far, the Bnsh administra- 
tiott has sent mbwd signals on 
tiie likelihood of mOfaaiy ac- 


tion to force Iraqi troops out of 
Kuwait. 

Congress, which recesses 
next week until Jan. 3, fears 
that a military dedskm will be 
taken during that period. 

Ridiard Lugar, a respected 
member of tbe Senate Foreign 
Relations Co mmi ttee, rignal- 
led the depth of tins worry on 
Oct. 17 when Secretary of 
State James Baker testified to 
the committee. 

The Indiana Republican said 
it was his “gnt reaction that 
sometime betwee n the time 
that we recess... and the time a 
new Congress has sworn in... 
there is likely to be military 
activify in that area and that is 


an ominous prospect.” 

One after anotiier, commit 
tee members insisted that the 
administration — if it is to 
maintain broad popular sup- 
port for its poiify — must se^ 
con g ression^ approval before 
untfertaking any specific nrilit- 
aiy action against Iraq. 

While most of the panel 
seemed resigned to using force 
against Iraq, some urged res- 
traint and others stremed the 
need to act as mndi as possible 
under United Nations au- 
qrices.

Congress has been slow to 
assert its prerogative in this 
instance.

Lack of central command worries officials in Gulf

DUBAI — Admirals and gener- 
als of the multi-national force in 
the Golf are worldly bard at 
coord ma tion — tbe soft alterna- 
tive to central command. 

For a naval blockade and static 
defence it will suffice, defence 
officials say, but for a war against 
fraq it may not be good enough. 

The United States and its allies 
should muster the political wfll 
now to decide who will be in 
charge if tbe shooting starts, the 
offidab aigue. 

‘‘What we need are ministers to 


get together and decide," Euro- 
pean defence official Jaap de 
Hoop Sdieffer told Reuters. 

"Yon can have commanders 
meeting together as long as you 
wish bm without ministers’ poli- 
tical backing they can make no 
real dedaons. 

‘Tf we don’t do it now, it mi^t 
be too late,” said de Hoop Schef- 
fer, Trim viated tiie r^on to 
report on tiie problem for tiie 
defence committee of the West- 
ern European Union (WEU). 

U.S. forces in the region — 
200,000 strfdiers, 800 pl^es, SO 
ships, 1,000 armoured fi ghtin g 
vehicles — dwarf other contin- 


gents. Only the Americans oonld 
contemplate independent milit- 
ary action against Iraq. 

The Gulf afliance also indndes 
almost 50 Enn^fean warships, 
Frendi, British, and Egyptfan 
armoured units, and the large 
Saudi army. 

They would double U.S. strik- 
ing power if thfy could be coor- 
dinated under a central com- 
mand, officials said. 

The Gnlf crias has helped rein- 
vigorate the Paris-based WEU, 
formed in 1948 but overshadowed 
by the North Atlantic Treafy 
Organisation throughout the 
East-West confrontation in 


Europe, because it is tbe only 
joint secozify alliance empowered 
to operate outside Western 
Europe. 

"So fsr, it faM proved im pos a Me 
to define common rules of en- 
gagmient vriiidi are normally the 
ba^ for militaiy cooiffination, 
and it may take some time before 
it is realised how vital tiie subject 
wfll be,” said de Hoop Sdiefier. 

One answer, favoured by the 
Soviet Union, would be a central 
United Nations (U.N.) com- 
maod, which could be politically 
acceptable to coutnries that 
oppe^ fraq’s invasion of Kuwait 
but do not want to join a militaiy 


effort agamst it under U.S. con- 
trol.

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Yeltsin was not present. The 
speech received only five seconds 
of lukewarm applause. 

Gorbachev ai^iealed to the 
Soviet pet^ile and lawmakers at 
all levels of government to 
af^irove his plan immediacely. 

“I want to call on the Snpreme 
Soviet of tiie USSR Russian Sup- 
reme Soviet, all Soviet people 
ate the higb^ organs of power 
of other republics to take the only 
rational course of action josii- 
fied,” Gorbadiev said. 

Some parts of Gorbachev’s 
plan will require legislative 
changes approved by the Sup- 
reme Soviet, but large sections 
are to be implemented by die 
rqmblics. Gtnbacbev also has 
sweeping powers, valid until next 
spring, to unilaterally impose 
chan^ needed to overhaul the 
eooDomy. 

Gorbachev acknowledged that 
some people were asking whether 
the transitiim to a market eco- 
nomy was a departure from 
socuiism. 

“We are striving not through 
declarations but in reality to 
strengthen socialism” by max- 
imising people’s potential, be 
said. 

Gorbachev’s plan, distributed 
to parliamentary conunittees 
Tbesday, woold transform the 
moribond Soviet economy in fonr 
stages. It sets no deadline for tiie 
switdi,.but says other coontries 
have adiieved goals in 18 

months to two years. 

' Gorbachev b» attenqited to 
merge the more radical Russian 
SOO-day plan — named after eco- 
nomist Stanislav Shatalin — witii. 
several other proposals, inehufing 
a far more conservative plan 
drafted by Priine hfiixistor bfikolai 
Ryzhkov. 

The 66-page plan begins by 
entting' tiie bteget deficit ate the 
nation's money supply, increasing 


production of consumer goods 
and boosting agriculnnal output. 

In the second stage, prices on 
roomily 70 per cent of all goods 
and services would be freed to 
reqxMid to "lart? i«r forces and 
Sffi^ private businesses would be 
encour^ed.

The plan would ^ve the ethni- 
cally ate geognqifacany diverse 
lepiibGcs mote ciout in nnumg die 
economy. Tb^ would have the 
rigjht to control most of the re- 
^souroes mi their territmy, over- 
ride price increases ^iproved by 
centte authorities ate dedde 
whether to break up ctdiective 
farms into private {dots. 

AD but two republics have de- 
clared some form of antouoiny 
from the Kremlin. 

An adviser to Gorbadiev said 
Thursday that critics like Yeltsin 
were needlessly eroding intema- 
tkmal confidence in the Soviet 
Union by attacking tbe {resi- 
dent’s economic rescue plm.

NEW YORK (R) — Hie fourth 
game of the World Chess Cham- 
pionship ended in a draw Iliurs- 
day as the duel between cham- 
pion Gary Kasparov and challen- 
ger Anatoly Karpov continued to 
exceed the expiations of chess 
buffi with its daring plays. 

Kasparov’s whirlwind attacks, 
full of fire and invention, have 
left observers breathless and con- 
fused. 

Only one person seems able to 
foDow the full implications of the 
titleholder’s daring play — rival 
Karpov, a defensive genius ^iriio 
occupied the game’s throne him- 
self for 10 years before being 
unseated by Ka^iarov. 

The fourth game was declared 
a draw by the two players, with- 
out resumption of play. Karpov 
had offered a draw shortly after 
midnight, but KasparOT spent the 
night trying to determine a way to 
win. He decided 'Ihnisday morn- 
ing he had no chance for inctory 
and agreed to draw. 

The draw gives the champion a

2V4 to 1V6 point lead in the 
24-game series. Kaqiarov has one 
win and the other three games 
were drawn.

Apart from the purely creative 
show the playm are staging, 
obsCTven revel in dimnwing the 
competitive and psychological 
aspe^ of the femons Kasparov- 
Karpov fend. 

Chess players view the game as 
a form of mental boxing, and 
their terminology is surprisin^y 
vivid. 

^ Unable fo indge the complex- 
ities <rf the iburlii gsme, grandmas- 
ters resorted to gut reactions: 
“These gays are trying to kill each 
other.” said French ^andmastei* 
Joel Lautier. 

Kasparov himself has dabbed 
chess the ’’most violent of 
sports," and Spanish master and 
chess writer Leontxo Garda says: 
“Chess is the only sport where it 
is possible to fi^rt 4ot five hours 
without hitting or speaking to the 
opponent.” 

“In football, for example, you 


can kick the ball, release aggres- 
sion — in diess it is ail held in — 
tension buflds bnt is never re- 
leased.” Garm said, adding: 

“All ebess {tia^rs talk about 
fighting, Idning. whmi describing 
games. If you ^y d»ss, yon 
learn quickly it is violent” 

At the board, it is challenger 
Karpov who has been nnder 
assault, fending off stacks con- 
jured op oot ^ tiim air. 

Game tiiree was fee best exam- 
ine. Kasparov played wife fee 
black pieces, traditionally fee de- 
fendmg side. 

After only 14 moves fee eham- 
had offered strongest 
piece in a starting Ind to wrest 
the initiative firom Kaipov. 

“The most spectacular idea 
ever played at this level” said 
Dutch intemational master G^ 
Ugterink. 

Karpov escaped his second de- 
feat doe to his femons defensive 
skills, though he still needed 
some unforced eirors from Kas- 
parov.

North had a difficult rebid to 
make, and two no trump was a prac- 
tical solution to a slightly offshape 
hand that presented a problem be- 
cause the majority of the high cards 
were in the short suits. Tb four- ' 


spade rebid with the South hand 
'would never have occurred to us; 
three clubs would have been our 
first choice, with three no trump a 

close second. 

West led the king of hearts and 
declarer counted 10 tricks— five 
spades, four clubs and the ace of 
diamonds. So declarer ruffed, 
played off the ace-king of spades 

and ace-king of clubs, then came 
back to hand with a heart ruff to 
cash the queen of spades. When 
West discarded on this trick, declar- 
er could come to no more than nine 
(ricks. 

Declarer's club honors were, in 
fact, an optical illus'on that blinded 
him to the best tine. Had South, 
instead, held four low clubs, the 
winning line would have been 
obvious. 

Declarer had three fast tricks in 
the side suits. Ses'en trump tricks 
would have brought that total to 10, 
so the band should have been played 
on a crossniff. After ruffing the 
Opening lead, declarer should have 
cashed the ace-king of clubs and ace 
of diamonds. Two heart ruffs in the 
closed hand would have provided 
the entries for two club ruffs on the 
table. Finis.

“Everybody is trying to travel 
less, and those cardinals who 
used to fly first dass are not doing 
h anymore," a Vatican source 
said. 


Departments were buying fewer 
newi^)q>ers, streamlining opera- 
tions, not filling vacandes and 
hoklfog down salaries. 

Mariano CeruUo, president of 
the Lay .Vatican Employees* Un- 
ion, some salaries had not 
risen sinoe 1985. 

The Holy See’s budget covers 
the CatboUe Church’s central 
adfflintstration, including its di- 
plomaric missions . around the 
worid, the Observatore Romano 
newspaper and Vatican Radio. 

It does not indude the budget 
to run Vatican Gty, a sovereiga 
walled state in Rome, or assets of 
the controversial Vatican bank, 
vriiidi was unfohred in a major

Crisis in Gulf changes image 
of banking business in Jordan

AMMAN — An uneasy calm 
appears to hme set into Jordanian 
t^tifig, with bankets reporting 
busiitess as usual in personal 
accounts after a period of panic 
withdrawals prompted by fear of 
war in the Gulf. But there is a 
sharp dedine in export and im- 
port dealings as a result of tbe 
Gulf crisis and an acute shortage 
of foreign eurreniry in cash. 

“The pervading feeling is one 
of supeificiaJitv-," said a senior 
official at one of tbe ‘eadine 
banks. ‘‘Our is lenera of 

credit for imports have declined 
by as much as 50 per cent, and 
most of our clients are also having 
'problems in meeting their over- 
draft obligations,” the cfSsial 
said. 

“There has been an increase in 
remittances from expatriates in 
other Gulf states such as Saudi 
Arabia, the United Arab Emi- 
rates a^ Qatar because of fears 
of instability in the event of war,” 
he added. “Bet tins does not 
compensate for the sudden ^JrD- 
off in the flow of funds from our 
expatriates in Kuwait,’* be said. 

The estimated 250,000 plus 
Jordanian wage-canting expatri- 
ates in Kuwait sent home aronnd 
S300 millioa in 19S9 and a con- 
servativ'e estimate pc: the figure 
around $150 million in actual 
receipts during the first six 
months of this year. It was ex- 
pected that the total expatriate 


remittances would reach $800 
tnillion during 1990 ocKqnxed 
with S640 inilHon in 1989. 

At least four Jordanian banks 
are reporting a similar situation. 
"We do have the liquidity in 
foreign exchange but the proUem 
is that most of our clients had 
been exporters to Iraq, a^ now 
with the international sanctions 
against Iraq in piece they are hard 
put to find alternative markets, 
and hence tbe dedine in deomnd 
for e:q>ort credit facilities," said 
an official at the Arab Bank.

Banks affirmed that the ^>ate 
of panic withdrawals fr o m per- 
sonal accounts and the switch to* 
foreign currency has subsided, 
particularly with signals that a 
war may not be an immediate 
prospect in the region. 

“About 40 per cent of with- 
drawals from personal accounts 
during August and untfi mid- 
September have been returned to 
the accounts," said the bead of 
personal accounts at tbe Jordan 
National Bank. “Applications for 
premature termination of 


deposits have also subsided,” tbe 
official added. 

Siffian Sartawi, dizector-gener- 
aJ of the Jordan Kuwait Bank, 
who had complained of panic 
withdrawals and account closure 
at his bank in the first few days 
after tbe Iraqi invasion of Kuwait 
on Aug. 2, agreed that there was 
no pressure as for as personal 
accounts are cozioerned, but the 
sanctions against Iraq have dealt 
a severe blow to export and im- 
port aoooums. 

“Personal account holders 
have realised that our bank had 
very Hole to do with the economy 
of Kuwait despite our name." 
Sartawi told the Jordan Times. 
“So, in this regard we are more or 
less out of trouble, but banking in 
general has suffered a lot.” 

Dr. Maher Waked, executive 
director of Bank of Jordan, said 
the trend in Jordanian banking 
was to turn more to personal 
accounts and fedHties in a bid to 
make up for whatever is possible 
in terms of tosses in other areas. 
But, he noted, “this is a Hmited 
area." 

Some banks are offering credit 
fadliries up to 10 times the 
'monthly income of salaried em- 
I^oyees and repayment periods of 
as much as 30 to 36 months. 

AU banks contacted by the 
Jordan Times said there was a 
steady demand for foreign cur- 
rency in cash against a tow level 
of availabiHiy. "It is not a ques- 
tion of liquidity," said a source at 


the Grindlays Bank, "htoy pre- 
fer to have bard cash with them 
under tbe so-called uoder-tb^ 
mattress assurance, and this has 
led to the disappearance from tte 
market of foreign currency in 
teak notes.” 

Most banks are bringing in 
foreign currency in cash from 
Europe through couriers and 
ehaig to s an extra two to five per 
cent from its customers for bank 
notes in American dollars, sterl- 
ing pounds and other European 
currency. 

"We are requesting our cus- 
tomers to^e us at least 48 hours 
of notice for big amounts in fore- 
ign currency in cash,” said 
another banker. "This gives us 
time to ily in currency from 
Europe." 

In the meantime, the drop in 
the value of tbe American dollar 
in the international market has 
yet to have any impact on tbe 
“parallel (black) market” where 
tbe greenback was sold Unusday 
for 725 fils while the official rate 
set by tbe Central Bank of Jordan 
(CB^ was 6SS fib.

Soaring energy prices push up 
U.S. inflation, widen trade gap 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Surg- 
ing oil prices drove impons to a 
new record in August and helped 
propel the U.S. merchandise 
trade deficit to its highest level in 
seven months, the government 
reported Thursday. 

Analysts said that excluding 
the oil factor, the trade picture 
actually improved as exports con- 
tinued' to grow moderately. 
Nevertheless, soaring eoer^ 
costs were adversely affraog tbe 
economy and driving up infia^u. 

Id its first report on America’s 
trade gap since Iraq invaded 
Kuwait on Aug. 2 and disrupted 
international oil markets, the 
Commerce Department said im- 
ports rose 1.8 per cent, to $42.0 
billioD, while exports gained 1.6 
per cent, to S32.6 bilHon.

BANGKOK (R) — The Khmer 
Rouge said Friday the Phnom 
Penh govenunent had begun a 
la^e-s^e offenave i^ainst guer- 
rilla strongholds, sabotaging a 
peace agreement reached by die 
waning Cambodian factions less 
than sbc weeks ago. 

In a broadcast by its clandes- 
tine radio, the Khmar Rouge, 
strongest three guerrilla groups 
in a coalition fightiug die Phnoiin 
Penh govenunent, said Phnom 
Penh and its ^^etnaIZlese baidceis 
were reneging on a United Na- 
tions plan en&rsed in Jakarta to 
end die decade-old war. 

“The (coalition) appeals to all 
firiendly countries, near and far, 
to seek by all means to prevent 
the Hanoi authorities’ and 
Phnom Penh factions’ manoeuvre 
to sabotage the U.N. docoment 
and tile Jakarta conununiqne,” 
the guerrilla radio said. 


The radio was quoting a state- 
ment by the coalition’s Foreign 
Nfinistry, whidi is controlled l:^ 
die Khmer Roug^. 

Officials of the coalition's odier 
two factions said they had not 
approved the statement bat 
agreed with its contents.

Pakistani politicians strike at U.S. to hit Bhutto 


ISLAMABAD (AP) — Benazir 
Bhutto's political opptmeots have 
found a potent response to grow- 
ing sympathy fenr the ousted 
prime minister : America- 
bashing. 

President Gfaulam Ishaq Khan 
ousted Ms. Bhutto, bm 

of co r r up tion and misnianage- 
ment, on Aug. 6. She is nmmng 
in next week's general election 
de^te fodng a court battle. But 
Khan's hand-picked caretaker 
government is pressing an aggres- 
sive eaiwpflign agaiust her. 

They filed chmge after charge* 
against her, her fother-in-law 
a half-dozen former cabinet 
mmisters alleging they ns^ their 
power to get rich fast. They jailed 
her husband on diaiges of lad- 
napping and extortion. 

They branded her an unbeliev- 
er, an enemy of Mam and a 
traitor. 

But the onslaught only dam- 
aged the credibility of tbe presi- 
drat and the caretaker gcwzs-. 
ment, iwalring both appear vindic- 
tive and generating empathy for 
Ms. Bhutto and her populist, 
centre-left Pakistan People’s Pai^ 
ty (PPP). 

It seemed nothing could stop 
her unexpected rebound. 

The U.S. Ambassador Roberi 
Oakley, in a speedi in Washing- 
ton, noted t^t Ms. Bhutto’s 
opponents are not above re- 
proach. Pakistanis have voiced 
amiiaT vicws, but many were 
outraged by Oakley’s comments. 


Newspapers wrote n u m e ro u s 
editorials aoeusing Washingtrai (rf 
blatant interference and sug- 
gested U.S. over ti^ 

country of 110 million people 
should be grea^ curtailed. Som 
caretaker ministeis called Oak- 
ley’s statements undiplomatic;

In tbe rhetoric of tbe People’s 
Party, Ms. Bfantio “became the 
American puppet, someone will- 
ing to ^ve away her country's 
sovereign^," said one Western 
diplomat, inggring on anonymity.

Thatcher 


loses party 
stronghold 
in shock

LONDON (R) — Prime Minister 
Matgar^ Thatcher suffered one 
of her biggest setbacks in 11 years 
in power Friday when her ruling 
Conservatives lost a bj^election 
in what had been one of their 
safest paziiameatazy seats. 

Against a backdrop of a 
worsening economy, me tiny 
liberal Democrat Party over- 
turned a Conservative majority of 
nearly 17,000 to carry the searide 
town of Eastbourne by 4450 
votes. 

**Tbis is the beghming of the 
end of Thatcherism as we know 
it,” said David BeJl^, a 47-year- 
old local councillor who won the 
sensational victory for the Liberal 
Democrats. 

Conservative legislator Ian 
Gow was killed by an Irish 
publican Army car bomb in July. 

“This is a hammer blow ^ai^ 
tbe government,” said Neil Kin- 
nock, leader of the main opposi- 
tioa Labour Party, who ho^ to 
oust Thatcher from the pre- 
miership in a genera] election doe 
no later than mid-1992. 

Eastbourne lies in the Con- 
servatives' electoral fortress — 
affluent southern England. They 
held it since 1906 and it was 
among their 25 safest oonstitnen- 
cies. 

AUhoug^ the centrist Liberal 
Democrats have only 20 seats in 
the 650-seat House at Commons, 
they came in as itinners-up to tiie 
Conservatives in many middle- 
class constituencies ^e East- 
bourne in the last general election 
in 1987. 

But Conservative Qi airman 
Kenneth Baker argued on televi- 
sion eariy Friday: “I don’t thmk 
you can read anything into this 
result about the outcome of tbe 
next ^ezal election.” 

Political commentators said tbe 
reverse made it less likely that 
Thatcber would call a snap 
national ballot as early as next 
June, as senne had speculated. 

But they agreed witii Baker 
that British by^lections tend to 
yield fhike protest votes against 
the incumbrat government. 

Minority Liberals have staged 
mid-term upsets before, only to 
be edipsed at a genezal election 
when the nation has voted not to 
protest, but to select a goveiii- 
ment. 

Once, in 1983, a Liberal took a 
seat at Bermondsey in London 
from Labour with a staggering 44 
per cent voting swing. Friifoy’s 
swing against tiie Conservatives 
was 20 per cent. 

The protest in Eastbourne, 
home to many retired ^tlefolk, 
may in part have reflected what 
tiie Liberal Democrats, crying 
“foul play,” said was an offensive 
Conservative campaign leaflet 
about the killing of much- 
respected Ian Gow. 

The leaflet said that anything 
other than a Conservative win 
would be a moral victory for his 
Irish Republican Army (IRA) 
killers. 

But politicians also saw a 
groondswell of anger over the 
handling of the economy — and 
Baker agreed that this would be 
crucial in coming months. 

In her 11 years as prime minis- 
ter, unprendented tins centiuy. 
Thaldier has enridied nuUions of 
middle class Britons with an 
aggressive free marketeering 
policy. 

The “iron lady” as the Kremlin 
called her has q» taxes, sold off 
state industries and curbed the 
power of trade union barons, 
whose pay claims once held the 
nation at ransom.

Burma threatens to act 


against militant monks 


RANGOON, Bunna (AP) — 
Banna's mDiteiy rnlcR have sent- 
enced two dissidents to seven 
yeaR in jail and warned Buddhist 
monks to end tiieir boycott of 
teHgioas ceremonies fr>r sokheR 
by Saturday. 

A government spokesman told 
a news conference Friday tiiat a 
militaiy tribunal had sentenced 
two members of tbe National 
League for Democracy the pre- 
'vious day. 

The National League over- 
wfaelmingiy won a general elec- 
tion on May 27, bnt the militaiy 
government has barred it from 
office and arrested most of its 
leaden. 

The two party members, Ofan 
Kyaing and Tbein Tan, were 
arrested on Sept. 6 and accused 
of inciting unrest in die central 
dty of Mandalay. Ohn Kyaing 
was a Central Committee mem- 
ber for the League in Mandalay 
and Thein Tan was a party orga- 
niser. 

On Thmsday, Prime hfinister 
Gen. Saw Maii^ warned monks 
in Mandalay, in tiie Miaya re- 
gion to die west, and in die 
national c^tal, Rangoon, to end 
a boycott of ceremonies for die 
militaiy they began after troops 


broke up an anti-government de- 
monstration in Mandalay on 
Aug. 8 

During the demonstration, 
troops kSed four people, incfaid- 
ing two monks. 

During a meeting rrith 19 
senior nmoks in Rangoon, Saw 
Ma ting said the boycott must end 
by Saturday. Tbe meeting was 
broadcast on state radio and tele- 


vision. 

“I have tolerated as much as I 
can... I have decided to take 
measures tl»t should be taken,” 
Saw Manng said, aooonfing to a 
transcript m the radio broadcast. 

About 85 per cent of Burma’s 
population of 40 million are 
Buddhist and about 200,000 
monks live in OKHiasteries around 
the country. Mfonks play an im- 
portant role in the celebrations 
and rites of die pec^e. 

On SepL 6, monks in Man- 
dalay amionnc^ their refusal to 
oCfi^te ceremonies for sohJieR 
and tiieir families. The dty, about 
560 kilometres north of Rangoon, 
has. been the centre of recent 
anti-government protests. 

A Western diftiomat in Ran- 
goon, contacted from Ban^tok, 
called the monks’ action “the 
equivalent of excommunication. 


Panama police launch

PANAMA (R) — Panamaman 
polic laimdied a massive hunt in 
noithem Panama for suspects be- 
lieved to have been behind an 
apparent [dot to topple the U.S.- 
badeed gwemment of Ptesideiit 
Gnillenno Endara, anthorities 
said. 

The government announced 
eariier Thursday that it had “frm- 
trated” the apparent coup 
attempt and had arrested four 
police officials. 

According to a statement from 
the president’s office, tiie revolt 
was to start with an attempt to 
take over the northern province 
of Chiriqui. 

“We have a list of some 30 
collaborators and we are sear- 
efamg for them,” C hiriqui Te^ 
meal Jfudidal Polioe (PTJ) detec- 
tive Roberto Gonzalez told Reu- 
ters in a tdeidione intmview. 

He said some 1,200 police were 
involved in tbe bant, indudi^ 
many officen drafted to the 
northern province from the capit- 
al. A poUce official in the cental 
said arrests were imminent. 

“In the next few hours, there 


are gmng lo be more arrests,' 
detertive Carios Nunez, of Phnar 
ma City’s PTJ! told Reuters. The 
PTJ is Panama's dnef crime- 
fighting force. 

Earlier 'Thursday, Endara's 
office issued a statement saying 
Cbhiqurs Deputy Chief of police 
Carlos [van Moreno had confes- 
sed to tal^ part in tiie plot, 
ordering his num to launch two 
recent bomb attacks against gov- 
ernment electricity plants in Qiir- 
iquL 

Tbe statemient said Moreno 
had named tiie mastermind of the 
pl^ as frnmer natwwiai police 
chief Eduardo Herrera, who was 
ousted from fab post in August. 

The four arrested indeed 
Mmno, Herrera’s brotiier Fran- 
cisco — also police captain — and 
two lower-ranking pofice officers, 
tiie attorney general’s office said.
